institution of higher education that admits such person at an in-state

tuition rate stating that such person will live in the state for not less

than four vear following such person's graduation or transfer from

such institution of higher education, and (B) if such person fails to live

in the state for not less than four vears following such graduation or
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transfer, such person pays such institution of higher education the

difference between the in-state tuition for which such person qualified

and the nonresident tuition such institution of higher education

charged out-of-state students at the time such person was enrolled at

such institution of higher education."
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
